Thea tees REQUIRED: 6 skeins of The American Thread 
Company’s “Silkine” Art Thread, Article 50, one skein each 
of the following shades: 1072, 1074, 1112, 1006, 1013 and 1151; 
34 yd. of 36 in. material, 2% yds. lace and 1% yds. ribbon. Pale 
yellow voile and black lace were used for this little apron. 
Flowers: Using the full six strands, wind cotton around 
finger 24 times, slip off the finger, work over threads two or 
three times and fasten with a needle and thread. Make two 
flowers with shade No. 1074, one of shade No. 1072 and two 
with shade No. 1112. Arrange in position according to large 
illustration and couch down with black. Three yellow French 
knots in each center finish the flowers. The leaves are made 
of five or six loops tacked at the top and base of leaf with the 
same shade and finished with tiny running stitches through the 
center. When complete the apron is 23 inches long and 27 
inches wide shaped at the bottom as illustrated. Make a three- 
inch hem at the top and shir sides to shape. The straight lines 
in the body of apron and the center of the belt are worked in 
small running stitches using two strands of black. Finish with 
lace and ties.

make the tea cloth and six 12-inch napkins. Transfer pattern 
for the design will be found in the center of this book. 

Cut linen for cloth 36 inches square and for napkins 11% 
inches. Draw six threads one-quarter inch from each side of 
cloth. Work two more rows of hemstitching three and one-half 
inches apart beginning each row one and a half inch from hem, 
making the outer row twelve inches long and the other nine 
inches. 

Cut 5 yds. of 5%4-inch strips of gold linen and seam them 
together. Turn down % inch each side, fold through the 
center and press flat. Baste to white linen very carefully with 
small stitches, first one side, then the other, taking care to 
have the edges of yellow linen meet. The corners are mitered. 

Cut four 4-inch squares; baste in position as illustrated and 
work all double hemstitching with two strands of gold thread. 
When hemstitching the fold around the edge of cloth, both 
edges of gold linen must be picked up. This is not difficult if 
the basting is carefully done. The hem on the napkins is one 


inch wide. Only five 
threads are drawn for 
the hemstitching. The 
first row in the design is 
4 inches long and % 
inch from hem and the 
second 3 inches long and 
1% inches from last row. 

The linen squares measure 134 inches, only one is required 
for each napkin and three small squares of design on each 
side of corner. Work the design in the straight satin stitch 
using three strands of cotton.

Laundering Colored Embroideries 


N boiling water dissolve a sufficient quan- 

tity of pure soap to make a good lather. 
Add cold water till the temperature is 
comfortable for the hands. Wash the arti- 
cle with as little rubbing as possible and 
rinse first in tepid water and then through 
several cold waters till all soap has been 
removed. Lay flat on a turkish towel and 
roll the two together so that the embroid- 
ered piece is not folded against itself in 
any place, wring hard and quickly, work is 
now ready for ironing. Press quickly on 
wrong side with a moderately hot iron plac- 
ing a cloth over embroidery. |

Alternate tr c with and without beads around bag and join. 
SI st to chain, ch 3, 1 tr c, same as previous row having tr c 
in ch 2, join. 

Shell st, ch 3 with bead in each stitch, 2 tr c with beads in 
center of 2 tr c, s c in next group of tr c.

Fringe—Attach cotton in corner between 2 colored rows, 
string 25 colored beads, fasten % in. beyond.

The term rib is gener- 
ally used when speaking 
of garter stitch or plain 
knitting on two needles 
and is two rows of knit- 
ting.

space or hole in the work. When a hole is desired to form a 
pattern add a stitch by throwing thread over right hand needle.

Tatting is worked with one or two threads. One when the 
design is composed entirely of rings and two if the rings are 
joined. by bars or chains of tatting. 

The second thread may be wound on a second shuttle or 
worked directly from the ball. There is only one stitch in 
general use in tatting which is known as a double stitch. 

To make a ring encircle all fingers of left hand with thread 
crossing between thumb and forefinger, spreading fingers 
enough to hold thread taut. Hold shuttle in the right hand. 
Pass shuttle under and over left hand thread and under right 
hand thread, allowing left hand thread to slacken till right 
hand thread is pulled tight, this forms first half of stitch. For 
second half pass shuttle over and under left hand thread and 
over right hand thread, pulling these threads tight in the same 
manner. 

To make a chain—Tie threads together hold join between 
thumb and second finger of left hand and with first finger out- 
stretched wind thread around it two or three times allowing 
second shuttle to drop. 

Sts for chain are made with the thread between first and 
second fingers in the same manner as ring sts.
